At first sight ib would seem, then, 
that the best cb'iuse^ for iuftintry to 
pursue in tho future is to imitato these 
tactics, to open lire at the furthest pos- 
aiblo reaohi and to continue the lire re- 
gardless of expenditure in nmmunitioj.

Tho nmniier'^of ^'tforsefflCinB trnited 
Kingdom ha.s l)(ion estimated at rather 
more than 2,250,000, and their avorngo 
value can scarcely be set down at Icis 
tlian £30. Their collective value, there- 
fore, falls little short of £()8,000,000. 
That the nation incurs a lo.ss if this sum 
is spent quicker than it neetls to bo is a 
self-evident proposition ; that it is so 
Bi)ent is certain, if horses on an average 
bocomo useless at a time when thoy 
ougl\t still to be in full vigor. On Has 
l>omt few wUl bo disposed to challenge 
tho verdict of I\Ir. W. Douglas, late 
veterinary surgeon in tho Tenth Hus- 
sars, who tolls US that a horse sliould 
live from 35 to -10 yoiurs, and live actively 
and usefully dmiug thrQa-iQurtlia.o£ this 
period,- Ail authorities, "ho says, ' no w 
admit that^onjimalsfsl^cAi^ Uyci^lTe times 
as long as it 'takes theiii to rea!ch matur- 
itv. A dog, which is at its full growth 
wheu between 2 and 3 yeare old, is very 
aged at 12 vears. Horses do not, unless 
their gi-owth is forced, reach their prime 
uutil they are 7 or 8 years old, wiiicli, 
by the same Law, leaves them to live 
^Bpme ; thirty- years longer. When these 
facts ore kept in mind;'' together with 
tlKwn other facts that three-fourths of 
our horses die or are destroyed under 12 
years old, that horses ai-o termed aged 
atG"[he should have said 8], "old ut 
10, very old when double that numlier 
of years, and that few of them but are 
laid up from work a dozen time a year, 
* * ♦ tho viciousness of a system 
which entails such misery,,aud destruc- 
tion of life canhot.l^.'tdd-Bfeongly com- 
mented upon. " If we take tho ago o{ 3 
ycmrs aa that at which horses begin to 
work, and 12 as that at which they are 
woru out, it follows that tho period of 
their oilicieucy is shorter by at lc;i:it l-t 
years than it should bo.

The. , ChiMjSO ^oll|M-Alarin System. 

The public alarm houses are built of 
wood, and just large enough to admit a 
man. They are placed upon tho ■ sido- 
walk, as neai' to street corners aa prnc- 
tiiuiblo, and Becurely fastened either to 
telegraph poles or corner stores. The 
keys to such houses are uniform ; they 
are furnished "to respectable citizei s 
upon application at the station, and a 
record kept of the names of key hold- 
ers. A mechanical alarm to regi.-iti>r 
tho location of the conqilaint is inclosed 
in a small box attached to the side of tho 
honsie, whioli box also incloses a tele- 
phone for the use of tlio ofllcer travel- 
mg that particular post, and which 
places the oflloer in direct commimica- 
tion with his commander at tho statiou. 
Tho citizen who possessea a key con, by 
pulling down a lever which protrudes 
through a slit outsido of tho box, pro- 
cure the attendance of three policemen 
imd a horae and wagon in from one to 
four minutes after entering the alarm 
house. The wagon carries a streteher, 
blankets, shackles, hondcufl's, etc., and 
can be used oitlier as an ambulance or 
couvoyanco for prisoners, Tho alarm- 
houses arc furnished with patent locks, 
which, after opening, retain tho key un- 
til an oflicer amves with a master key, 
which he inserts in the reverse side of 
tho lock and releases tho original; this 
precaution is taken to prevent false 
alarm's, and to keep tho complainant at 
tho alarm-house until tho officers arrive 
to hear the complaint, and 2 apply the 
romedy, • •' "

The Bay City is never without a 
hideous tragedy of some sort to furnish 
food for the public mind to digest. 2Tovt- 
it'w E*'5on.%hb slays the defamer of his 
-^fathec-'a ^. honor; next it is a hushand 
who shoots hia wife's seducer; then a 
boy who stamps an aged mother to 
death hecaUBe she will not furnish the 
money for liim to continue a round of 
sensuous pleasure; following closely 
upon the heels of the matricide, comes a 
fatricida in which one brother shoots 
the top of another's head off; then a 
wretch for whom the gallon's still 
hunger chokes the life out of his sister- 
in-law, because in obedience to the 
promptings of Mother Nature she pro-, 
poses to marry her lover, and packs 
the body in a Saratoga trunk; another 
brother protects his sister-in-law from 
the brutality of her husband -and is 
slain on the public streets; tlio sou-in- 
law of a noted clergyman forces a 
popular dentist upon his knees to ask 
pardon for an unpardonable offence and 
shoots biin dead before be has time to 
rise. A prominent merchant i)laces a 
bottle of laudanum and another of para 
goric at his bedside, and in the dark 
swallows the contents of the wrong 
bottle and dies. A prominent lawyer, 
who has been a high judicial oliicer, 
saunters from an hotel in the gioaiuing 
of a beautiful summer day and is not 
seen again until his bloated and almost 
unrecognizable body is picked out of 
the harbor. There is a ghastly inge- 
nuity and originality associated with 
some of the tragedies which impart a 
horrid zest to- the newspaper accounts 
that are dished. up in the style of sen- 
sational items which find no counter- 
part in any other city on the continent. 
When the California mail steamer 
sailed for this port San Francisco was in 
the thro«s by a now suniiatiuu. A p-'pu- 
lar democratic politician named Fritz, 
captaih-of a company of militia, owner 
'of a fashionable drinking saloon, lessee 
of the Recreation Grounds, and very 
well-to-do, in a worldly point of view, 
had been found hanging to a bedpost in 
bis bedroom, stark o.nd cold, Now in 
San Francisco a case of suicide gener- 
ally creates little more than passing 
notice; but- there are circumstanceB con- 
nected with the taking off of Captain 
Eritz which will render it a subject of 
gossip for more than the nine days 
that are popularly allotted to the life- 
time of a "wonder." Whin the body 
was fpund the ancles were mana- 
cled, and attached to the oiana- 

. oles was a ten-pound cannon 
ball encased in velvet. A pair of 
oldfashioned handcuffs were locked on 
one wrist. One end of a dogchain was 
wound about theneck and had produced 
the strangulation, the other end being 
fastened to the bedpost. The dead 
man's legs and arms rested on the floor, 
the body was face downwards, the up- 
per part being sustained bv the chain 
about the neck, A few feetasvay was 
an overturned chair in which, it was 
argued, the dead man sat when he ad- 
justed the fatal chain and kicked it 
away when all was ready. The body 
was ■ discovered by his wife at llvlO 
o'clock at night. At eight o'clock in 
the evening she had entertained a Mrs. 
DtTFFY at tea. The deceased man was 
then in bed, in an adjoining room, and 
the visitor heard his voice calling for 
"more pie" through the open door. She 
also heard him call to his wife and ad- 
vise her to attend the Recreation 
Grounds where a walking match was in 
progress. Mra. Duffy and iVirs, Fritz 
left the house together and were in 
company at the grounds until 1 1 o'clock. 
About that nour iMrs. Fritz iett and 

^rode.bome in a street car. She gained 
'aSmiftance with a latch key, ascended 
the stairs to the second story, opened 
the bedroom door, . and by aid of the 
feeble rays of a gas jet, which was 
low, discovered the lialf-nude form of 
her husband hanging from the post. 
She screamed .for help. The police and 
neighbors ran in; physicians wore sum- 
ni'onad; remedies were apiJied, but all 
were of no use. The body was cold — 
life was extinct. The sight of ii man 
killed by his owu hands ii no uncom- 
mon thing in a larL;e city; but the 
spectacle of a dead body hang- 
ing in chains is unusual and hor- 
rifying. The condition of Capt. Fritz's 
body gives rise to most extraordinary 
conjectures. At the inquest the widow 
accounted for every moment of her 
time on the evening in que.-ition from 
the hour when she left her husband 
alive and well until she found him 
dead. Asked with reference to the 
chains she explained that for a long 
time her husband had been in the hab- 
it of permitting himself to bo chained 
while in the house. He ordinarily wore 
manacles about his ancles with a cannon 
ball wrapped in velvet attached — the 

■ -. velvst to.pravent the noise o£ the ball 

rolling on the floor as he walked 
about the house being / heard by a 
family who lived belov/. He adopted 
the cuffs to confine his hands, and the 
dog-chain with which he hanged him- 
■ ' self was frequently used to fasten him 
' td'tbe bed. 'Such was the story as told 
by .the' widow and accepted by the cor- 
oner's jury who brought in a 
verdict of suicide while of unsound 
mind. Whether the theory adopted 
be true or false; whether a man such 
as^Capt, Fritz is described to have been, 
light-hcorted, popular, well-to-do, w,^8 
' , in the habit of submitting, while alone 
' ^^,i»rith WBivifftitoJb^^^ a crini- 

^«"a:*iinai^^a/fa^, tnanial;,'' or -whetheirha was 

■ ■ ;foully.;hiurdered, or committed suicide 
' during' the absence of his wife, may 
■ never bo known; but there ia an air of 

mystery surrounding the affair which 
v . , the authorities would do well should 
<x -'• they attempt to penetrAte,

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

EUROPE. 

New Yore 'June 2. — A London 
cablegram thus tolls the story of the 

origin and progress of the agrarian riot 
at Clonniel, County Tipperary, Ireland 
When Goddard, agent for the emergon- 
oy committeei^'-wastleaying the Court he 
was received <.'with groans and hisses. 
A priost was passing out of the build- 
ing wiien the crowd made a rush to en- 
ter. A policeman, in the confusion, 
laid his hand on the jiriest's arm. At 
once the cry went up that Father JIii- 
her had been arrested. Tho crowd be- 
came fearfully excited: and the authori- 
ties nt onco concentrated the whole 
force of the military and constabulary 
before the courthouse. Bottles, atones 
and brickbats pourtd in on the police 
and soldiera. Capr, Stack, resident 
magistrate, threatened to read the riot 
act. and at that moment a policeman 
was knocked senseless at bis side with 
a stone.tw Gapt. -Stack produced the act 
and several priests implored bim not to 
read, as if ho did the con.sequences 
would bo terrible. Stone throwing did 
not cease, and as Cupt. Stack, after 
reading the riot act pronounced the 
words^l'Qpd Save the Queen," a stone 
smashe'd tlie slrull of anoLufir police- 
man standing beside him. Tho unfor- 
tunate man died Inst evening. The 
police charged on the people with 
fixed b&yonet.'i, and at the same time 
the cavalry dashed in among the mad 
crowd. 

Frightful confusion ensued. Tho 
charge of tho cavalry down the short 
street wa.s so impetuous that several 
horses and riders dashed through shop 
windows at the end of the street. The 
air was filled with stones and bricks, 
and frightened shopkeepers, who were 
endeavoring to put up their shutters, 
were hurled to the ground and ridden 
over. Several hussars were unhorsed 
by the crowd and triuuplnd on by the 
liorseaof their comrades coming behind 
them. The charge through tho streets 
lasted fully half uu hour. A portion 
o£ tho crowd fled while others undis- 
mayed faced the charging horses and 
battered their helmets with stones. The 
hussars used the flats of their swordp 
freely, the point and edge being for- 
bidden them. One hussar in charging 
round a corner met with a serious mis- 
hap. His horse stumbled and fell. 
Five or six of his comradea following 
quickly fell'oveTf the prostrate horsn and 
rider. BRfore the men could recover 
themficlves their horses bad galloped up 
the street, and the mm had to defend 
themselves from the mob till rescued. 
Owing to the exertions of the priests, 
seueral of whom received many hard 
knocks, the people were 6nal]y induced 
to disperse. A soldier of the 486h reg- 
iment was so seriously injured that bis 
life ia despaired of. Doctors aays that 
the man if he recovers will be insane. 
About thirty citizens were .seriously 
wounded.

Rome, June 2. — Premier Deperty in 
presenting the. pew ministers tp the 
chamber of deputies to-day, said that 
he only accepted the preniiershij) from 
a feeling of duty. He dwelt upon tho 
imperative necessity of tho electoral re- 
form. Tho governniont had decided to 
increase the war budget so as to com- 
plete a reorganization of the army on a 
system improved by parliament. In 
regard to relations with other powers 
he said that tho country required peace 
with dignity, and not moments of dts- 
quotudo and distrust. What aided the 
government was imperturbable calm, 
resting on the consciousness of right. 
The minister on foreign aiTairs stated 
that he could not at present consent to 
tho publication of Tunis correspon- 
dence. 

Dublin, Juno 3. — Tiiore was a riot 
at Bodyke, county Clare, to day. Eighty 
police assisted the liailiff at the evic 
tion. As the police were nearing the 
house tiro was opened upon them from 
behind fences. Tho police advanced in 
nkirmishing order and returned the fire. 
The house was found to be occupied by 
armed men. The police smashed in the 
front door and after a severe encounter 
dispersed the occupants and took pos- 
session. Thirty prisoners were captur- 
ek. When tho police were retiring with 
tho prisoners they were ngiiin attacked 
and one farmer killed by a blow with 
the butt end of a gun. Several civil 
inns wore severely injured. The riot- 
ers were allowed to go on bail. A fly- 
ing column of engineers, infantry and 
cavalry left Dublin for New Pallas to 
assist in the execution of tho eviction 
decrees. Engineers will repair the 
bridges broken down by the populace to 
prevent the passage of artillery. Tho 
expedition to New Pallas is also dis- 
patched to capinre a castle held by the 
land leaguers. The facta in the Goshawk 
aflair are: Tho people pi-evented tho 
police from landing and the Goshawk 
subsequently attumptcd to land them, 
but without success.

— The Czar, 
Czarina and Czarowitz arrived here 
from Gatchina yesterday morning, and 
drove to tho AnniticukofT Palace at 
noon, The Czar, in on open carrage 
with Princn Oldenburg, drove through 
Great Sadowa street to Champ do Mars, 
the Empress and the rest of the Imperial 
household following in mourning car- 
riages. The usual Cossack escort was 
dispensed with, but s, brilliant cohort 
of inouiitcd officers closely preceded and 
followed the carriages. Groat crowds 
of people lined Newski, Prospect, and 
other streets leading to the place where 
tho review of troops took place. The 
Czar took horse near tho place of review 
and the Empress took an open carriage. 
They passed along the lino, followed by 
a largo suite and tho usual foreign 
military representation. The troops, 
who numbered 50,000,, received the 
Czar with enthusiasm. The public 
were not admitted to the review- 
ground except by ticket, and to raised 
platforms erected for tho occasion. 
After tho review their majesties lunched 
with Prince Oldenburg. They then 
visited the Cathedral of the fortress. 
Crowds of people assembled along the 
route they traversed and welcomed the 
royal party cordially.
